The groundhog hibern a t e s 
from late September to early 
March, when he comes out of 
his burrow in search of food. 
If i* is still cold and there is 
heavy snow on the ground, the 
grow luffing starves or freezes to 
death before it sinks into h i s

The animal is a v e g t a r i a n 
.md its ow'ti flesh is consider­

It is from 15 to IM inc Ii e s 
long, blackish or grizzly color­ 
ed, with short, thick legs and a 
bushv tail. The hair is rather 
short and soft and the whisk­ 
ers long and stout.
